1. An Applicant's Amendment filed on November 5, 2010 has been entered. Claims 1 and 
9 have been amended. Overall, claims 1-6, 8-14, and 16-22 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claim 9, applicant's claimed method for assisting the regeneration of a depollution 
device by oxygen combustion of soot that during a second operating mode, operating an engine 
between stages of rich mixture operation and of lean mixture operation to raise the temperature 
in a vehicle exhaust line as long as the temperature is under a temperature threshold value; is not 
disclosed or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
